Mias Olnuio Kent, the most experionced 

parachutist—Professor Baldwin, perhaps, 
excepted that ever dropped from the 
clouds, bas had many adventares in the air 
—one, in particular, standing out above all 
others in her carcor. : 
“ It happoned at Wakefield. She séocnd- 
ed sitting.on a trapeze Aixed to the ring of 
the balloon-netting, in the view of a vast 
concourse of people assembled to sce the 
daring feat. In hor hand she grasped, as 
agual, the ateal ring to which tho strong 
cords of the parachute wore fixed. 

As soon as she had reached the requiaito 
height fora sensational drop, Miss Kent 
swung into the air from her trapeze. The 
wuddon pull on the parachute ought to have 
released the Jatter, which is invariably 
attachod to the aide of the balloon by a thin 
cord, 

But a sitange thing happened. 

Tho parachuto remained fixed to thoside 
of the balloon, which became tilted, but 
continued to ascend, drawing the advontur- 
ous lady upwarde in ites flight. 

Miss Kent, grasping tho ring of tho 
parachute’ with hor right hand only, was 
carried farther and farther upwards. 

ixporienco had taught her the valao of 
remaining cool under the most trying cir- 
cumstance. She began to think matters 
ant. 

Should ehe simply hang on and wait, in 
the hope that the parachute would free 
itnelf ? 

Would it bo better to climb up to tha 
side of the balloon, and disontangle the 
netting, which she f. It sure had somehow 
wripped the parachute? Or was the wisest 
plan to wait until the balloon bogap to 
drop of jta own accord to the earth ? 

Below her, that earth was no longer 
vinible. 

As ahe looked down she saw nothing but 
a vast sca of clouds, over which she was 
floating rapidly, still sscending.

been very risky to drop then, ax she could 
vot toll where she would descend to 

Suddenly she heard a ripping aound 
above her. In an instant the thought 
Aiashed through her mind that fate had 
dceided the matter. She was going Jown- 
wards. ‘ 

And down sho tlashed through the air 
Luckily, the parachute was uninjured. Qut 
ita canopy spread over Mins Kent's head. 
Her desvent was checked géptly. She was 
moving downwards at a moderate sped, 
Evon¢at that moment she thought of the 
thousands who were anvewsle o=ing 
eR eaiette, more into their range 

Presontly she heard a rat yoo snp 
from below. She had passed through the 
bank of cloude, and was visible to the 
srowd, whoso excitement had reached a 
tremendous pitch. 

‘Looking about me,’ gaya Bliss Kent, '1 
found myself dropping right down into the 
centre of the town; but there was one 
very prominent objact upon which I fixed 
my eyes, and upon which all my thoughta 
wore concentrated. Thespire of All Saints 
Church, 247ft. high, shot clean out of the 
roofs of the houses below me. 

‘ And I was dropping directly toward i: ° 

“In anticipation, [saw myself impaled 
on the iron point of tho spire, In another 
second I would bo upon it, I closed ny 
ayes. of felt myself brushing past some- 
the stonework of the spire, but I was still 
in grent danger. 


‘A fow seconds Inter 1 was dashed f 


against a neighbouring factory chimney, 
but I held on grimly to my parachute. 

In 8 moment more TF found myself 
sprawling and floundering on tup of astack 
of timber some fifty or sixty feet high. All 
around ne wore similar piles of wood. In 
fact, | had alighted in a timber yard. 

*1 got on the atack of timber until re- 
acuera came to my aid.’ 1 was braised all 
over, but vory thankful that things were 
no worn.” 

It is almost needless to'nadd that thia 
startling adventure did not prevent Miss 
Kent fulfilling her next engagement, and 
many moro afterwarda.—From the ' Royal

Passes the Seqond Reading. 


At the Legialative Council yesterday tha 
bill entitled an Ordinance to amond the Pre. 
pared Opium Ordinance 1894 was brought 
up fur the second ronding,, ; 

Tho Attorney General, in woving the 
second reading of the bill, sald that it was 
necessary to protect the opium farmer from 
tho illicit sales of opium, The necossity 
for amending the Ordinance arose from the 
difficulty of putting auch « construction 
upon the present definition of the words 
‘Propared opium’ and ‘preparation of 
opium' that existed in tho present Ordin- 
anes. The definition of ' prepared opium’ 
was, 50 for as it related to the in- 
fringement of ‘the Upium Farmor's 
privileges’ of . prepared opium in tho 

* Colony, moant opium that bad been sub. 
jected to any degreo of artiticial heat for 
any porpose whatsoever. The dofini- 
tion of ‘preparation’ was the subjection 
of opium to any kind or any degres of 
artificial heat for any purpose whatsoovor. 
Hoe eaid that pervona had been importing 
optam and qaing t in the preparation of 
eo-called * anti-opism pills,’ ond wine. On 
appearing before « Magistrate the prosecu- 
tion had failed, because, though it was 

| easy to prove in evidence that the wine 
nd pills wero 4 preparation of opium, 
still the learned Magistrate was not satia- 
fied that ‘any degree of artificial heat’ 
bad been used in the preparation 
thoreof, That was s technical point, 
but it was fstel to the operations 
of the Ordinance, which was intended to 
protect the opium farmer, and it was 
obvious that it was impossible to any by 
word of mouth of any witness whether 
opiom bought in Canton and used here had 
or had not been aybjected to any dogres of 
artificial heat. I¢ waa tho duty of the Go- 
vernmunt to pass ruch a measure, as tho 
one before the House to give him tho pro- 
tection be was intitled to. It was not 
necessary, but it was just aa well, to ro- 
momber that tho amount paid by the 
opium farmer for the farm was for tho ex. 
clusive priviloge of dealing with opium, 
ani tho peice paid by the- present farmer 
was more than three times the aniount 
that had been paid by avg provious farmer. 
These illicit sales hat been going on for a 
long time, but in view of the increased 
price paid by the opium farmer, as a 
prudent man he could not allow the sales to 
continue, From inquiries that bad boen 

-made since the necessity for theso amend- 
ments wero brought up it appenrod that the 

4 trade in pills and wine had increased from 
tho time tho farmor raised the price 
of opium. He paid three times the 
amount of bis predecessors, but ‘only 
incrumed the prico of opium a_ trifle. 
That mest bea admitted, contended the 
Attorney Genoral, for the prico was 
only advanced onv-fifth. Tho amount of

Among asnitary experts, it has come to 
be genorally accepted that. street-dust in 
ono of the surest disseminators of diseaso 
germs, deadly or otherwise, ‘ Agsuiting the 
correctness of thié opinion, it follows that 
all possible methods should be adopted to 

ravent the pulverised refuse from being 

fowa about by high winds; it should be 
smothered, ao to speak, before it takes to 
flying. Within its own limitations, the 
watering-cart has great efficacy, for that 
purpose, but during dry, windy weather, it 

oes not come round often enough to keep 
the aurface well. moistened throughout the 
lay. As we recently pointed out, every 
dust-cirt should be fitted with a hinged 
cover, to keep the unsavoury contents from 
being scattered. But there is an in- 
termediate stage which: alao requires 
taunicipal attention. When the portable 
dost-bing now so largely used are being 
omptied into the carts, it only needs 4 
strongish wind to half-suffocate those who 
happen to be passing. No blame attaches 
to the dustmen ; it is wholly impossible for 
them to prevent the air-polluting nuisance, 
so long as the unwholesome staff they 
remove is dryand volatile, But that could 
easily be remedied by pouring a bucket of 
water into every portable bin before placing 
it on the pavement f be emptied. Very 
little additional troy 
and no expense whatever.

| Amban’s Conciligtory ‘Letter, 

- Obalay April 25th.—Colonel Young: 
husband hag at. length received « reply to 
the letter he despatched to the Amban 
from Guru. The reply .is, of ovurse, 
written after the recent fighting, : 

The Amban saya he has finally sucoseded 
in bringing the Dalai Lama to a reasonable 
frame of mind, He has been provided 
with necessary transport, and scoompanied 
by a competent Thibet official will be at 
Gyangtae without fail in three woeks, ‘and 
will then discuss matters with Colonel 
Younghusband. 

_ The official who brought the letter states 
that the common people at: Lhasa sro 
perfectly easy in their minds, as they wero 
sasured thatthe Mission meant then no 
harm, but the officials are much perturbed, 
There are very fow troope, about a thoussnd 
or fifteen hundred, between Gyangtsa and 
Lhasas, nee R 

Colonel Younghusband informa mo {hat 
the Amban received orders from Pekin to 
meet him as far back as Decomber, 1902, 
Hitherto ho hus made various oxouses, the 
chief being that the Tibetans could net 
provide the. necessary transport. ay. 

His last letter is a satisfactory indication 
of the effect produced at Lhassn by the 
arrival of the Mission at Gyanyise. We 
said that if the Amban would not come to 
meet Colonel Younghusband the Mission 
would go to Gyaugtse, brushing sside all 
opposition. Having carriod out our 
purpose, it now renisins to be seen whether 
the negotiations will be successfully con- 
cluded here, Much depends on the etatus 
and position of the Thibetan officisls who 
accompany the Amban, for they must be 
persons of aufficient authority to speak in 
the name of thosa in power. | 

It is known that all members: of the 
Counoil of Four, who have supreme secular 
authority, are now in prison, It ought to 
be added that the Amban's letter speake of 
our compassion in reloasing prisouers and 
in caring for the wounded sa having con- 
ferred an incalculable blessing on Tibet. 

. Transport Arrangements, 

Simla, April 28,— Colonel Younghusband 
and the members of the Mission continue 
to havea quiet time at Gyangtse, and have 
heard nothing further from Lhassa except 
that transport ia now being furnished to 
the Amban to enable him to keep his pro- 
mise of procesdingto Gyangteote negotiate, 

The Deb Rajah of Bhutan has, mean- 
while, eent a ietter to congratulate the 
Mission upon the punishment it has: in- 
flicted upon the Tibotans, ‘which, coming 
from the titular Sovereign, is even more
